‘The attendance figures for 
the Football, since 1982 in 
Los Angeles, have been the 
highest, by a large percentage, 
of all Olympic Sports.

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With Soccer in Australia 
seemingly on the rise, I think 
it’s time to focus on a 
neglected area of Oz Soccer, 
the country areas. While it is 
understandable that in the 
past Soccer has not had the 
financial resources to plough 
ahead in the bush, now that 
real money is beginning to 
filter into the game, the gold 
mine which is country Soccer 
must be exploited. 

I find it incredible that 
many large towns never get 
the chance to see either an 
Ericsson Cup game or at least 
a state league standard match.

Rules change — 
disadvantages Australia 


against the winner of 
Oceania for a place in the 
final competition of World 
Cup France 98 (home and 
away matches). 

Now, some two years 
later, we discover that the 
rules of the game have been 
changed halfway through 
the last quarter. The Asians 
have cunningly realised that 
there are far more FIFA 
ranking points to be earned 
if each team plays eight 
matches (home and away) 
rather than four (single 
round robin), thus earning 
them a possibly higher 
seeding at the finals’ draw 
in December. 

This decision has had 
disastrous consequences for 
Australia. The second round 
of Asian qualifying matches 
has been scheduled from 
September through to 
November, with the play-off 
between the group runners- 
up not scheduled until 
November 15. Australia is 
due to play the loser of this 
play-off, on foreign soil, on 
November 22, allowing a 
maximum of six days to

Soccer Australia must act 
immediately and protest to 
FIFA in the strongest 
possible terms. The France

With the majority of 
the squad based in Australia, 
it was Arok’s unique style of 
motivation and overseas 
experience (from Yugoslavia), 
that provided the basis for the 
success. 

With Thomson, it was the 
other way round. The players 
with the international 
experience providing the 
catalyst for the continued 
improvement, with the 
coaching lacking that vital

“Jt is important that the 
information in this report is 
not used to compare sports,”

Injury prevention specialist, 
Dr Jane Elkington, said that 
“Sports injury is a complex 
issue and factors such as 
exposure, severity, rate of 
injury, and the nature of the 
sport need to be considered 
carefully when planning a 
response to the issues raised.” 

Predictably some bodies 
came to the defence of their 
sport. Matt Carroll, the ARU's 
general manager of rugby, 
said the report was 
“completely flawed” because 
information was supplied 
retrospectively by the 
students, rather than by 
medical professionals. 

He said, “How are 
(children) going to be able to 
differentiate between bruising 
and, say, a ligament strain, 


when that’s something even 
the medical people have 
problems with? And what are 
their memories going to be 
like months after getting the 
injury?” 

Dr Nathan Gibbs, from the 
Australian Rugby League, also 
condemned the report, 
describing it as “so 
unscientific it's not funny. 

“For a start it doesn’t look 
at injury rates and that’s the 
most critical thing in any 
study,” he said, 

Representatives from NSW 
Basketball and NSW Netball 
also criticised the report’s 
methodology. 

Mr Donaldson said the 
report's organisers were 
experienced in sports injury 
and research and were “more 
than capable” of producing 
correct methodology to gather 
the broad information they 
were looking for.

were in Australia — we had 
no overseas based 
professionals at that stage 
Alston was the man to change 
that trend when he went, in 
1974, to English First Division 
side Luton Town from 


~ Safeway (South Coast) United, 


Tt was an Australian record 
transfer of $25,000. 

Additionally, Rale Rasic — 
the man who used Alston as 
his main striker on the road to 
the 1974 World Cup finals — 
rates him as the second best 
player in Soccer history. 

“Ray Bartz was always my 
number one,” recalls Rasic, 
“but ‘Noddy’ was number 
two. Alston was brilliant in the 
air and such a great striker.” 

In 1968 Adrian Alston was 
just another young English 
hopeful coming out to a new 
country from Preston in 
England, were he hadn't quite 
made it to the top. His brother 
Alex had been a first team 
regular at Preston North End, 
then a highly placed side, but 
Adrian, like a lot of others 
slipped out of the net. 
‘No Prawn Cocktail, “I don't 


“Yl always remember 
arriving in Australia,” he says 
nearly thirty years later. “It 
was the middle of summer in 
Wollongong but in England it 
was still freezing, and the day 
I arrived it was over the 
century mark. Trevor Birch 
picked me up at Sydney 
airport in this big limousine 
and on the way down to 
Wollongong we stopped off at 
Bulli Pass. 

“T looked out over the 
fabulous beaches and scenery 

and thought, ‘this is where I 
want to live’. Then we stopped 
off for something to eat and I 
got asked if I wanted a prawn 
‘cocktail’ — but I didn’t drink 
and I told Trevor that! I was 
stunned when we arrived at 
Wollongong and I was told 
that I was playing and to get 
my boots. 

“By half time I was 
throwing up all over the 
dressing room and I thought I 
‘was having a nightmare — the 
other players didn’t think so 
because they were all singing 
my name.” 

Tn his second league game 
he scored a hat-trick in South 
Coast’s 7-2 demolition of 
Canterbury, and from there on 
his name was seldom out of 
the papers, By the end of his 
first NSW season he was the 
league's top scorer. 


Cosmos broadening their horizons 


int player with the 1974 Socceroos. 


In 1970 the then glamour 
club, St George, took him to 
Hurstville where he was three 
final cog in a forward line 
which included Ottie Abonyi, 
Allan Ainslie and the prolific 
scorer, Mike Denton. 

Johnny Warren added a 
touch of class in the midfield 
of a team still rated as one of 
the best elevens ever seen in 
Australian Soccer. 

Alston had been called up 
for the Socceroos the year 
before, making his debut in his 
adopted country’s first ever 
win over a European country 
(against Greece). He went on 
to play 39 times in full 
internationals for Australia, 
scoring eight goals, 

There is no doubt that that 
figure would have been much 
higher if he hadn't gone 
overseas at the height of his 
career, but in 1974 he was hot 
property, and the call of big 
time Soccer in England was 
too strong. 

Munich 1974 propelled him 
onto a world stage and over 
the next few years he played 
for Luton Town, Cardiff City 
and the star-studded Tampa 
Bay Rowdies in the US. In 
1977 Alston was brought to 
Canberra to star as a guest for 
Canberra City, then in its first 
ever national league season. 

That spell also allowed him 


to play another four games for 
Australia as it chased an 
elusive back-to-back World 
Cup spot, Even though the 
Socceroos failed to qualify it 
still allowed Alston to depart 
the international scene in front 
of 90,000 hysterical fans in 


Cruciate ligament damage 
saw an early end to a brilliant 
career, before he took up the 


coaching reigns at 
Wollongong City. 
Nevertheless, two hard 


seasons at a cash strapped 
Wolves side saw his head on 
the NSL coaching sacrificial 


altar. 

‘These days Adrian Alston 
guides Illawarra Premier 
League side Port Kembla, and 
over the last few years has 
won everything that the local 
game has to offer. Now he is 
taking up a new challenge, one 
which he knows will see him

“T love coaching the kids,” 
he said from his South Coast 
home.

Finally, the sources say, it

The depth argument has 
wider implications. The Suns’ 
reserve team languishes at the 
foot of its competition at the 
same time as the firsts are 
running away with the State 
League Division One title; it 
does not have a youth team, 
although one must be found 
before it can be considered for 
Premier League place. 

However, other clubs can 
be accused of neglecting the 
lower grades, including 
Queanbeyan City. While the 
firsts, largely through the 
abilities of a handful of 
talented players led by Ilja 
Prenzoski, are steering’ clear 
of bottom place, the reserve 
team almost counts it a victory

For a spell under the 
presidency of Ron Watkins, 
the ups and downs were 
‘suspended in favour of the ill- 
fated ‘major clubs’ concept. It 


was good fortune for long- 
standing Premier members 
Canberra Deakin and 
Juventus, who both finished 
bottom during this time. 

Now promotion and 
relegation is back — although 
it was not invoked last year 
when State League champion 
ANU declined to go up — but 
the arguments surrounding it 
remain.

he Fourth UEFA Championship 
has produced more than its 
share of upsets, with traditional 
powers falling by the wayside, with 
new nations emerging, Yet in the end it 
was the highly experienced Germany 
who won through.

The final between Italy and Germany 
in Oslo was the first time in the history of 
the championship that a Scandinavian 
team had not been involved in the final. 
Although this was the Fourth UEFA 
Championship, the event was in its 7th 


season, having played unofficially three 
times previously. iny had the runs 
on the board, having lifted the trophy 
three times before, with Italy once 
runners-up in 1993, 

In the end, Germany ran out 2-0 
winners, their victory never in doubt, and 
Italian coach Sergio Guenza was quick to 
acknowledge that “Germany were 
superior in every department”. 
Germany's coach, Tina Theune-Meyer, 
was not as convinced, saying “We are 
good at defending but we do not score 
sufficient goals. Despite this victory, that 
is something we have to work on in the 
future. Apart from that, I feel we always 
had more resources, and the bigger pitch 
in Oslo allowed us to use the flanks and 
open up the game.” 


Early in the match, Germany's 
powerful approach work was squandered 
by some poor finishing. But the deadlock 
was broken in the 23rd minute when a 35 
metre free-kick was fiercely struck home 
by fullback Sandra Minnert. 

Italy made a spirited reply before half 
time, but their attacking efforts were 
handicapped by the hamstring injury to 
star striker Morace. Then the game was 
sealed just four minutes into the second 
half, a free-kick attempt rebounding to 
the feet of Birgit Prinz. The 2-0 scoreline 
saw the Italians drop, and could never 
find the pace or power to break through 
the disciplined German defence, led 
superbly by sweeper Steffi Jones.
